SCHEME. 


PROVISION FOR ‘VEHICULAR 
TRAFFIC. 


The quostion of forry sorvices 
across the harbour is one of such 
intimate concern to thie genoral 
publio that a fuller atatomont ro- 
garding tho proposals of Mr. John 
Dunenn, the Port Engineor, an 
mado in tho report of harbour 
devolopment which has just boon 
mado public, will doubtless be 
road with much intorest. 

In donling with the problom, 


_ Mr. Duncan points out that, with 


depot for rivor 


site, such. as tho Cheungchow, 


the oxvoption of tho Star Forry 
boata;)othor forrios borth at 
various points along tho wator- 
frant botwoen the Central Markot 
and Eaxtorn Street, He states 
that. tho disadvantages of the 
prosont arrangoments are conges- 
tion on Connaught Road, difficulty 
of control and tho crossing of 
ferry routes, and ho goos, on to 
make recommondations for the 
provision of ‘moro satisfactory 
accommodation. : 

A CENTRALISED SCHEME. 

With the oxoeption of now pro- 
vision to be mado at tho ond of 
Jordan Road for vehicular forries 
it is not proposed to mako recom- 
monidations ‘in rogard to now 
acconimodation on the Kowloon 
side of the harbour, or at Shauki- 
wan on the Wongkong side, pond- 
ing the completion of projected 
works. In flongkong Contral, | 
Mr. Duncan has oluboratod a 
plan for tho centralisation of 
forry sorvicor in connection with 


‘a local passenger and cargo depot. 


On 2 150-foct wide reclamation, 
which would oxtend from near 
Douglas Street to the Western 
Market (a length -of 2,960 foot), 
he recommondn that in addition 
toc passonger and cargo 
stoamers, ferry 
piers should be provided. .At 


-the castorn end of the raclama~ 


tion (near to tho Vost ‘Office) 
six ferry berths are provided, one 
of those borths boing dosigned in 
the form of a dock for tho uso of 
boats ongaged in tho-carrying of 
both pussengers and vehicles. 
This vohicular forry service 
would ply across to Jordan Road, 
Kowloon, whore * provision ‘has 


boon mado for the construction of 


a similar dock-like  borthing 
place.'At tho westorn end of this 
Central Depot, three moro ferry 
borthe would bo provided for the 
uso of ferries plying wast of tho 


Castle Poak, Abordeon and othor 
wosterly corviness By thus 
soparating the casterly from the 
westerly services, ‘the present 
-crossing of routes is done away 
with and ferrios would not pase 
through os aren Jikoly to be used 
axtensively by other traffic. 
VEHICULAR FERRIES, 
Rogarding tho Eastorn ond 
Contral ferry services . accom- 


modation, it is proposed that the 
two arma of ‘a. vehicular forry 
boat basin should be formed by 
quoy-walls, tho outside of those 
arms boing usod by othor forry 
boats. Two-storiod buildings aro 
provided for office and passongor 
walling accommiodation, tho 
ground floor boing for 2nd. and 
3rd. classy passengors and tho 
first floor for Ist. class. passon- 
gors, Provision ‘is mado for 
ombarking and disombarking by 
dothlo-docked ramps which will 
bo raised, and toworod by 
mochanical power according to 
tho stato of the tide.’ Tho ramp, 
for the vehicular ferry service 
hos a lowor dock 25 foot 
wido ond provides o central 
Paxsage-way 10 foot in width for 
yohiclos and two passage-wayr 
each” about 6 ft in width 
for passongors. In front of the 
building amplo spaco is reserved 
for the accommodation of road 
trafic. ‘Vehictos would be able 
to drive straight on to tho ferry 
boat and drivo atraight off at the 
Jordan Road ond, and rte versa, 

-On tho Kowloon side, at 
Jordan Road, Mr. Duncan racom- 
mopds a small resumption and a 
small roclamation to provido for 
tho vehioular forry sito. If tho 
echomo is carried out, tho existing 
ferry plor at Public Squaro Stroot, 
Yawmati, will become available 
for public sorvices, as the Jordan 
Road service would sorvo the 
district now using the Yaumati 
Forry. A basin ond ramps, 
similar to that which would oxist 
on tho Hongkong side, are 
provided for, Mr. Duncan remark- 
ing that although those have beon 
designed for boats 120 foet in 
longth, his dosign can bo modifiod 
o suit whatever sizo of boat 
may he decided upon. 

THE TOTAL COST. 

Tho ostimatod cost of the work 

on the Kowloon sido is put at 
$620,000, whilst the estimated 
cost of tha total accommodation 
on tho Hongkong side is given as 
$17770,000. Thus to provide tho 
co-ordinated and oxtonded ferry 
forvices recommended, an ex- 
pendituro of nearly two-and-a- 
half millions is foroshadowed. 
Tf and when such a scheme is 
carried out, Hongkétg will 
possess tho Star Forry service as 
now, & vehicular and passonger 
forry sorvico to Jordan Road, and 
forry services to such places at 
Kowloon City and Shaukiwan, on 
tho cast, and to Aberdoon, 
Choungchow, Castle Peak, Sham- 
shuipo and othor places on the 
wost, all of which, with the ox- 
ception of the Star Ferry, would 
converge to contralty situated ac- 
commodution on this sido. Tho 
prospect is an attractive one 
whon compared with the prosent 
widoly distributed and somewhat 
indifforont system,

Gas is considorod from its 
ability to incapacitate (by tear 
gas and chlorino) to disablo ‘(by 
mustard gas), or chill (by carbon- 
monoxide) tho onomy's troops 
though it is oxprossly stated that 
numbors of casualties alono ara 
misleading and that great 
importance attaches to, tho 
psyobological offect. From tho 
beginning whon tho Gorman 
Army — turnod vast stores 
of chlorine loose in, tho 
wind upon tho front be- 
twoon Bixechoto and Langomarck 
(whoro ‘it is assorted ‘15,000 
British troops were posioned, of 
whom 25 por cont. died), down to 
tho discovery of Lovisito (nick- 
named tho “dow of death”) just 
too late for use: in the war, tho 
authors woigh advantages’ and 
drawbacks of each, the propor 
tactics for thoir uso and tho bost 
mothod of mocting them.

Press Indiseretion. 


Underlying the more serious 
aspects of the prosecution 
instituted -against the fronch 
nowspapor Eclair by the Herriot 
Governmont, is tho question of 
discrotion oxercisod by nows- 
papors in gonoral, especially in 
regard to Stato socrets. From 
what has so far transpired about 
the Eicair case, it would appoar 
that the paper was the moans of 
making publio ocortain matters 
which it was important should 
be kept secrot, and that a distinct 
breach of confidence on the part 
of somo official has: occurred. 
Ono cannot but arrivo at tho 
conclusion that the nowspaper 
in question is being dosorvedly 
prosoouted for o bronch cf rogula- 
tions, and that thoso responsible 
for tho offonding publication havo 
been guilty of a grave indiscro- 
tion. It is all very well for the 
othor papors to protest that there 
has boen on autocratic decres, 
and that an attompt ie boing 
mado to curtail the freedom of 
tho. Pross, but the clroumstances 
appear to warrant the action 
takon;~ and wa have only to 
recall the omergency measures 
takon during tho war, with thoirk- 
some but very necessary consor- 
ship, to realise that the freadom of 
the Pross is a priviloge which can- 
not bo abused, and: that the trust 
which on administration puts in 
the nowspapers published in its 
territory is a hardwon rocogni- 
tion which nothing should bo 
pormitted to sully in the loast. 
Apart from the political aspect 
of the French case, there is the 
obvious ono of patriotism, which 
appears ‘to have woighed vary 
little with. the publishers of tho 
offending matter; and on ‘tho 
whole we do not think that tho 
Eclair con expect much sympathy 
from noutral observers of the 
mess in whioh it has placod itself.
